The Battle of 
January 

r 

January w^s a momentous month for wheat producers the 
world over. Canadian farmers had delivered nearly four hun¬ 
dred million bushels of wheat. Argentine and Australia were 
commencing the delivery of unusually large crops. There was 
an immense visible supply of wheat. The market commenced 
to sag. The one optimistic feature in a rather gloomy picture 
was the Canadian Wheat Pool. Just what the Pool stood for is 
told in candid language by George Btoomhall, the British grain 
authority in “Milling.” 

“Prices were put down on the plea that Argentine must 
sell more of her new crop, and, in fact, shippers did put out 
lower offers, and some Canadian sellers followed the down¬ 
ward lead. 

f But it was soon found out that the Canadian Pool refused 

to offer or sell at the lower prices, and, of course, this gave 
Argentine shippers courage to work for a re-action. 

“The action of the Canadian Pool also gave buyers confi¬ 
dence, and they not only found they needed wheat, but that 
they could pay better rates for it. 

“As long as sellers were willing to “cut" prices, buyers 
were quite prepared to stand back and let th;m do still more 
“cutting” and quite possibly there might have been a bad 
slump had not the Canadian pool'taken a strong stand. 

“The Canadian Pool Managers 

certainly deserve credit for courageous handling of a difficult 
situation, and their action proves thal farmer members of the 
Pool would not agree to low prices at this period of the season. 

“The lesson of the price movements of wheat in the past 
week is that (aphasia mast bs given to tho power of strong 
holders to maintain prices. 

“Past experience showed that a crowd of weak holders 
was almost at tha mercy of bayers in times of plenty. 

“I think all must now recognize the commanding position 
of the Canadian Pool, and the readiness of Argentine shippers 
to follows strong upward lead.’’

He 
was 32 years old when he landed in 
theCanadian West. There was no 
one to meet him at the depot He 
had enough money to take up a par¬ 
cel of land and that about all but lie 
was prepared to conquer through his 
own unassisted effort. 

"I started my career.in a shack of 
sods on uncultivated prairie land 45 
miles from a railway station,” he 
said. “Today I have left behind, on 
the site of my shack, a modem man¬ 
sion with central heating. I have a 
farm of 1,120 acres, -and I grow 
wheat, oats, raspberries and straw¬ 
berries—all this in 20 years.—Cal- 
gaty Herald. 


FISHING REGULATIONS 


As the fishing season approaches, 
tHe local game-warden suggests to 
fishermen consideration for the regu¬ 
lations under the Act* and particular¬ 
ly the few following, ones as follows: 

1. Angling or trolling in waters 
frequented by trout, grayling or 
Rocky Mountain whitefish, is prohibi¬ 
ted, except under permit. 

2. No one shall fish for, catch or 
kill any pike (jackfish), pickerel 
((lore), perch or goldeye.s from the 
first day of April to the fifteenth day 
of May following in each year, both 
(lays inclusive, except in the north¬ 
ern district specified in Section 20. 

3. No one shall, in one day, by 
angling or trolling, catch and retain 
more than fifteen pike (jackpike), 
pickerel (dorp), goldeyes, or of either 
of these species than will, in the ag y 
pregate, amount to more than fifteen 
fish. 

4. In waters in that portion of Al¬ 
berta northward from the Interna¬ 
tional boundary line to and including 
the Row River and its tributares, no 
one shall fish for, catch or kill any 
trout (other than lake trout), or 
grayling (Rock Mountain whitefish) 
from the sixteenth day of October in 
each year to the fourteenth day of 
June following, both days inclusive.

At the Retail Merchants convention 
] held at Calgary last week, matters of | 
] great importance was discussed. Ef¬ 
forts will be made by retailers to in¬ 
terest American retailers to present 
United States cattle tariffs. 

Because the retail merchants be¬ 
lieve that the sales tax is a detriment 
to business and unnecessarily enhan¬ 
ces the cost of living, they resolved 
to recommend to the federal govern¬ 
ment that this tax be abolished. 

Resolution was also made to place 
before the Dominion government the 
desirability of settings day on rec¬ 
ord for celebrating Thanksgiving Day 
, independent of Armistice Day apd 
' that the day be the second Monday- in 
October of each year. 

Serious consideration will be given 
to devising methods for educating the 
public that it is to their advantage to 
support the local merchant. The de¬ 
cision was made owin g to t he fact 
that with good roads and increased 
use of automobiles more people were 
buying in the large centres and be¬ 
cause large mail order houses are 
building departmental stores in cities 
where the present population does 
not warrant great increase in mer¬ 
cantile stocks and business must ne¬ 
cessarily bjp drawn from surrounding 
districts through special advertising

A tentative list of poinfs at which 
the Alberta Wheat Pool will build or 
buy elevators during the coming sea¬ 
son has been issued from the Pool of¬ 
fice. The total number of points is 
fifty-six, but the list, it was pointed 
out, is by no means a final one. 

The Alberta Pool lias now 318 ele 
-vators located at country points, and 
the additions will bring the total num 
ber up to 374. The list may be en 
larged considerably as the season de¬ 
velops, but th e increase will depend 
upon various factors. 

The number of elevators which will 
be built and the number purchased 
will depend on the prices asked by 
elevator companies for elevators they 
are willing to sell, and also on the 
price ol' lumber. 

Whenever the Pool decides to go in¬ 
to a new point it is usual for the or 
ganization to make an offer to pur 
chase if there is an elevator there 
which will meet the requirements. In 
this way th e Pool has acquired a con 
siderable number nf houses and avoid 
ed a wasteful duplication. 

At 57 points there is under consul 
eration a second Pool house because 
of extraordinary large deliveries of 
Pool wheat, but a definite decision as 
to these has not as yet been reach 
ed. 

Test Seed Wheat 

Testing of seed wheat is storngly 
recommended by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool. By seeding a couple of hun¬ 
dred grains ^oLsample of seed to be 
used, in a flower pot or box, and 
keeping the soil moist, a good idea is 
obtained of what the seed will do 
when placed in the ground next 
spring. Clean, pure seed that will 
germinate evenly will increase the 
bulk and quality of the crop. 

Pool Elevator Handlings 

The Alberta Pool Elevators have to 
date handled close to 45 million bush¬ 
els of grain from the 1928 crop. The 
leading Pool elevator is at Foremost 
where 345,000 bushels of grain have 
been handled-, 330,000 bushels of 
wheat and 15,090 bushels of rye. Fore 
most is located in Southern Alberta in 
a district which was at one time con¬ 
sidered to be in the “dry belt.” 


TARIFF ON CATTLE 


“Should the United States raise 
the tariff to exclude Canadian cattle, 
the 25 to 30 per centTsurplus produc¬ 
tion would soon pound the market 
down and ruin the cattle industry un¬ 
less ways are found to lift 300,000 
head annually out of the^ domestic 
market and . the only other export 
market is that of Britain,” said Hon. 
Duncan Marshall in addressing the 
Western Canada Livestock Union con¬ 
vention, Edmonton, recently. Govern¬ 
ments and livestock men mjist grap¬ 
ple with the problem and be ready to 
meet it, even to the extent of an or¬ 
ganized effort to secure space on 
boats, arranging shipments on con¬ 
signments and marketing if neces¬ 
sary. He hoped that there would be 
no emergency to meet, but it would 
he poor business to refuse to be warn¬ 
ed by signs to be seen in the move for 
tariff revision in the I’nited States.

STILL INDOUBT 

■Government . Contemplates . Closing 
Claresholm School of Agriculture 


Whether or not the provincial 
school of agriculture at Claresholm 
will be continued this year will be 
made known when the agricultuial 
estimates come before the house. This 
matter came up when Sam Brown, 
High River, asked if it was the inten¬ 
tion to construct dormitories for the 
school this year. 

Hon. O. L. McPherson, minister of 
public works, replied that he did not 
know what was going to happen at 
this particular school, but he did 
know that the government did not in¬ 
tend to build any more dormitories 
anywhere this year. 

J. T. Shaw, Liberal, Bow Valley, 
asked if the people of Claresholm 
could be assured that they would re¬ 
tain their school for at least another 
year, now that provision for the con¬ 
tinuation of this school had been in¬ 
cluded in this year’s estimates 

The minister state'd that he could 
not even answer that. The matter, 
he said, was “in the hands of the 
gods.” He did say, however, that the 
people of the Claresholm district 
would be fully advised of the govern¬ 
ment’s intentions in the matter before 
anything was done definitely either 
one way or the other. 


HORSE MARKET 

Many Horses Being Shipped from 
Alberta to the East 

One of the features of trade mar¬ 
kets has been th&~growth of ship¬ 
ments of horses from the prairies to 
Eastern Canada, is the opinion of Air 
McRae, chief of th e federal horse di¬ 
vision, who attended the Live Stock 
Convention at Edmonton last week. 
In the year just closed 25,000 horses 
were shipped to Ontario and provin¬ 
ces east to the Atlantic. Most of 
these horses came from Alberta and 
Saskatchewan with a few from Mani 
toba, and they varied from heavy 
draught animals down to light range 
stock of around ten cvvt. Most of the 
1250 car lots were disposed of in On¬ 
tario and Quebec markets, but some 
were shipped as far as Prince Edward 
Island. 

Perhaps five per cent of the horses 
were broken and if the western far¬ 
mer would keep this market, he 
would be wise to ship only broken, 
quiet horses, advises Mr.. McRae 
Contrasted with a few years back 
when carlots of eastern horses were 
shipped west, the tide of shipments 
that set in 1923 with 10,000 head, has 
risen steadily averaging _ar.ound 20- 
000 head for the years 1925-27. There 
still seems to be a shortage in the 
east with good outlook for more busi 
ness, said Mr. McRae.

The splendid photographs showing 
oil activities in the Turner Valley ap¬ 
peared in that publication. These 
were taken by R. C. Lane, the High 
River photographer and they are 
unusually clear. One picture gives a 
panoramic view of Turner Valley 
with its numerable oil wells and its 
derricks, another gives a startling 
picture of Okalta well when it came 
into production, while the third shows 
Macleod oil well No. 4 when it came 
into production.

I am simple and old 
fashioned enough to believe that the 
true Christian people in the Catholic 
the Lutheran, the Methodist or the 
Church of England or in any other so 
called church, will enter the pearly 
gates pf heaven as quick as the fol¬ 
lowers of Campbelh “Only I and my 
little band will go in with the Lord is 
the cry of the dark mind.” “Save me 
whoever else may perish.” Selfish¬ 
ness and hardness of heart is bom in 
superstition. To think that millions 
of good Christians, who have given 
their time, talents and life to make 
this civilized world of ours what it is 
today, and must be lost and go to an 
endless Hell because they have not 
been able to understand and practice 
the New Testament 1 teachings like a 
small organization is just foolish and 
senseless to believe as the old school 
Lutheran teaching that little children 
would be lost if they should die be¬ 
fore they had the water poured on 
their head. Either teaching has no 
true foundation in the Bible, it is sim¬ 
ple relics of the dark ages. 

It takes more than to go up and 
shake the preacher’s hand and by 
him be ducked under water, to be¬ 
come a Christian.

Mrs. Mary E. Smith, ex-M.L.A. of 
Vancouver, will represent Canada at 
theLJLabor office of the League of Na¬ 
tions. 

-Canada’s pension bill for the year 
was nearly -$50,000,000 as the ynuni- 
ber of pensioners has increased. Can¬ 
ada has 3,129 disabled ex-service men 
in her hospitals, and 181,C(M) on pen¬ 
sion. 

Western Canada is now lending 
money to Eastern Canada. The Great 
West Life Assurace, a Western com¬ 
pany, until last year, loaned all its 
funds in the western provinces. Last 
year it began making loans in the 
East. 

Sir Wilfred Laurier’s former resi¬ 
dence at Arthabaska which was given 
to the Province of Quebec by N. A. 
Timmins and Kirk Cameron of Mon¬ 
treal, has been made over into a mus¬ 
eum and will be thrown open to the 
public on May 1.
